SECTION  I:  Sia-inCANT  UwIT  ..CTIVTmSS 

1*  General:  During  the  reporting  period*  co  bat  support  operations 
were  greatly  expanded  in  the  western  half  of  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone. 

The  587th  Signal  Company  (Support)  was  assigned  to  the  battalion  upon 
its  arrival  in  Vietna -  in  March  1967.  Signal  Center  .  latoons  of  the  587th 
Signal  Conrany  (Spt)  replaced  elements  of  Company  B,  36th  Signal  Battalion 
at  Tay  liinh  and  Dau  Tfeng.  A  third  platoon  of  the  587th  Signal  Company  (Spt) 
vas  assigned  the  co:  nunications  mission  for  Lai  Khe. 

An  ele  ent  of  Company  B,  36th  Signal  Battalion,  operating  Nui  Ba 
Den  Radio  Relay  Station  was  replaced  by  person  el  oi  the  587th  Signal 
Con.  any  (Spt). 

Company  B,  36tl  Signal  Battalion  was  consolidated  at  Cu  Chi,  and 
has  expanded  its  facilities  tl  ere. 

2.  Personnel :  In  February  the  battalion  strength  was  237,  rose  to  610 
in  March  with  the  arrival  cf  the  587th  Signal  Cocpary  (Spt),  and  increased 
to  656  in  April. 

3.  Operations : 

a.  The  5C7th  Signal  Company  (Spt)  joined  the  battalion  on  I 
24  March  1967  and  assumed  the  mission  of  providing  area  communications  for 
the  Tay  Ninh,  Dau  Tieng  and  L~±  Khe  base  camps.  An  element  of  the  company 
vaa  assigned  the  task  of  operating  the  radio  relay  site  at  Nui  Ba  Den  . 
r.  iuntain. 

b.  The  deployment  of  the  587th  Signal  Company  (Spt)  enabled  the 
provisional  platoon  of  Company  B,  36th  Signal  Battalion  to  return  to  Cu  Chi 
base  camp  from  Tay  Ninh,  The  consolidation  of  Company  B  at  Cu  Chi  greatly 
enhanced  operations  there  due  to  the  additional  personnel  and  equipment 
available. 

c.  During  the  reporting  period,  a  permanent  outside  cable  plant  was 
completed  by  the  267th  Signal  Company  at  the  Cu  Chi  base  camp.  This  cable 
pi-nt  now  provides  access  for  br.se  comp  subscribers  to  Cu  Chi  switchboard 
and  will  serve  the  dial  Central  office  upon  its  activation. 
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d.  An  AB  585  antenna  tower  was  erected  at  Cu  Chi  to  a  height  of 
106  feet  and  presently  accomodates  all  antennas  for  the  sito.  Upon  erection 
of  the  tower,  the  Cu  Chi  AAS C  vas  relocate  in  the  tower  area,  adjacent  to 
the  allocated  T.K)%  site.  The  Cu  Chi  switchboard  end  conxncentcr  remained  in 
the  old  area. 

e.  The  Interim  Autodin  Data  Terminal  was  tranf erred  from  this  bat¬ 
talion  to  the  69th  Signal  Battalion  vhere  a  greater  need  for  the  data  ter¬ 
minal  existed  at  that  time. 

A.  Training: 

a.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  battalion  initiated  a  program 
of  Mission  Essential  Training.  The  objective,  of  this  program  is  to  maintain 
a  state  of  high  operational  effectiveness  that  will  enable  all  assigned  units 
to  effectively  perform  their  ooniaunications  missions. 

b.  Emphasis  was  also  placed  on  effective  on-tho-job  training  to 
increase  the  proficiency  of  trained  operators  fend  technicians,  and  to  cross- 
train  personnel  in  critical  I  JOB'S, 

c.  Special  orientation  classes  were  conducted  for  the  newly  arrived 
587th  Signal  Company  (Support). 

5*  Logistics: 

a.  The  major  activity  in  this  area  was  the  development  and  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  battalion  cantonment  arec.  A  60KW  generator  was  obtained  from 
PA&E  for  cantonment  lighting.  Semipermanent  buildings  have  been  constructed 
to  house  all  troops.  Permission  was  obtained  from  the  25th  Infantry  Division 
to  establish  a  battalion  PX  which  is  open  seven  deys  a  week.  The  operation 
of  the  battalion  PX  enables  the  troops  to  purchase  everyday  necessities  with¬ 
out  the  inconviencc  and  loss  of  nan  hours  involved  in  waiting  in  long  lines 
at  the  main  Cu  Chi  PX, 

b.  KHD  sponsored  the  newest  member  of' the  86th  Signal  Battalion, 
the  587th  Signal  Company,  upon  its  arrival  in  country,  he  as  hall  equipment 
was  obtained  on  a  temporary  loan  basis  and  set  up  in  advance  of  the  comp¬ 
any1  s  arrival.  As  a  result  the  587th  Signal  Company  was  able  to  prepare 
meal 8  in  its  own  messhall  immediately  upon  arrival  in  Cu  Chi.  Tents  and 
canvas  cots  were  also  obtained  on  a  temporary  loan  and  set  up  prior  to  the 
company's  arrival, 

c.  KHD  also  billeted  a  90  man  platoon  of  the  267th  Signal  Company. 
Tents  and  canvas  cots  were  obtained  on  a  temporary  loan  and  set  up  prior  to 
thv.  platoon's  arrival. 

d.  On  15  March  1967,  the  battalion  care  under  eneny  mortar  attack, 
however  damage  to  equipment  was  minor.  All  destroyed  supplies  wire  reordered. 

A  water  trailer  belonging  to  the  267th  Signal  Company  was  damaged.  While 
this  trailer  was  being  repaired,  the  25th  Infantry  Division  Supply  Office 
provided  another  water  trailer  on  a  temporary  b.  sis.

Item:  Inadequate  facilities  for  In-Country  R  &  R  program. 

Discussions:  During  the  past  quarter  less  than  1%  of  the  enlisted 
aen  in  this  battalion  had  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the  In-Country 
R  &  R  program. 


Observations :  The  R  &  R  program  was  assigned  to  boost  the  morale 
of  the  iron  serving  in  Vietnam,  yet  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  majority  will 
not  be  able  to  enjoy  this  privilege  during  their  tour.  Present  facilities 
do  not  have  the  capacity  to  accomodate  all  the  enlisted  iron  serving  in  Vietnam. 

b.  Operations:  None

Training  aids 

Item:  Training  Aids 

Discussion:  Mandatory  and  recurring  training  requirements  are 
met  by  the  battalion’s  units  without  benefit  of  classroom  training  aids  .such 
as  nap  and  chart  boards,  audiovisual,  aids,  and  adequate  building  space. 

Observations:  Training  aids  and  construction  materials  for 
classrooms  would  groatly  enhance  the  quality  of  instruction.

e.  Logistics: 

WABTOC  Packages 

Item:  WABTOC  Packages 

Discussion:  WABTOC  provides  the  primary  construction  materials 
for  all  send.-porur.nent  structures  the  battalion  utilizes. 

Observations:  WABTOC  must  take  into  consideration  the  mission 
of  the  unit.  The  587th  Signal  Company  operates  three  raosshalls,  but  only 
one  refrigerator  'nd  one  ice  box  were  authorized  for  the  company. 
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Spark  Plugs 

Item:  Spark  plug  for  Generator  Set,  10KW,  PU-619. 

Discussion:  The  battalion  notar  naintainance  section  has  an  author¬ 
ized  stockago  on  a  30  day  FLL  of  8  spark  plugs,  ESN  2910-820-7082,  for  one 
Generator  Set,  10KW,  PU-619.  The  section  used  24  of  these  spark  plugs  during 
February,  due  to  fouling  and  eroded  points  caused  by  excessive  lead  content 
in  the  available  POL  supplies. 

Observations :  Inadequate  stockage  authorized  of  spark  plugs.

Floating  Stock  for  Temporary  Loans 

Item:  Floating  Stock 

Discussion:  The  arrival  of  the  587th  Signal  Company  was  facilitated 
when  ness  hall  equipment,  aots  and  tents  were  obtained  on  a  temporary  loon 
basis  from  the  25th  Infantry  Division  and  set  up  prior  to  the  company's  arrival. 

Observations :  Authorization  of  Base  Camp  Supply  Officers  to  main¬ 
tain  a  floating  stock  of  such  supplies  for  temporary  loan  to  newly  arrived 
units  would  be  of  great  benofit. 

Cases  for  TH-5 

Item:  Cases  for  Terminal,  Telegraph  TH-5/TG 

Discussion:  The  battalion  has  experienced  numerous  failures  of 
the  Terminal,  telegraph  TK-5/TG  due  to  overheating.  The  heat  of  operation 
of  the  TK-5  has  no  means  of  escape  from  the  case,  and  in  tropical  zones 
rises  to  a  critical  level. 

Observations:  A  perforated  case  for  the  TH-5/TG  would  allow 
cooling  without  seriously  impairing  the  dust-proofing  of  the  cnee.

c.  Personnel: 

R  &  R  Facilities:  R  &  R  facilities  should  be  esponded  to 
accomodate  at  least  50%  of  the  personnel  serving  in  Vietnam  in  a  twelve  month 
period.  In  addition,  R  &  R  centers  might  bo  established  in  other  locations.

c.  Section  II,  Part  2e:  The  unit  PLL  will  automatically  adjust 
itself  due  to  frequency  of  demand.  However,  it  will  take  180  days  to 
adjust  PLL  author)  zed  quantity. 

2,  I  fully  concur  with  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Commander's
